have thoughr fit to acquaint all perſons withthe Intentions of the ſaid Corporation, when they {hall bee 
enabled thereunto by a Stock, vis, 


I. To clear the ſtreets of all Vagarants and ſturdy Beggers, 


& To imploy the Poore who are any wayes able to work, and have not wherewithall to imploy them= 
ſelves, 


3. Totake care thatſuch Children that lye under ſtalls, and wander about ſtreets be ſet to work,and earn. 
their bread, and alſo receive fitting Education, 


4- Ehat ſuch poore houſekeepers, which are in.great neceflity for want of work,(ball have materials home to- 


their own houles,ſo as they procure perſons of credit toengage for the return of the ſame when its wrought. 
The way and means(among others )propoſed by them to cffe the aforegoing particulars,are as followeth} 


1,, To imploy theſe Poore in the making ofall ſorts of neceſſaries belonging to the Fiſhing trade, which, 


will accommodate both young and old with fitting iwployment, 
2. In making Canvas, Pouldavis Sackcloth,and other Lianen cloth, 


ManufaQures which they are capable of, and the Stock will enable thereunto, 


In conſideration of theſe preparations ts ſo gaoda. work, this Court earneſtly deſire you in your ſeverall. 


places to ſtir up your Hearers with the moſt Religious and preſſing arguments to f{o pious and charitable 
a Work, That {o this City might not be found guilty of ſuch a negleQ as not to provide tor the Poore, whom: 
our Saviour hath told us, Wee {hall have alwayes with us; knowing that what wee have is received from the 


riches of his Grace, that reſpe&s our thankfulneſle by giving to them thac want, we being bur Stewards,and 


ſhall ſhortly give an account of our Stewardſhip, 


And what God fhall move the hearts of his people to give, This Court bath defired that every reſpeQive 
Alderman, Deputy and Common: councel-man in their ſeverall Wards and PrecinGs,ſhall upon Munday and 
V Vedneſday next, meet in their ſeverall V Vards; and ſubſcribe themſelves, and take the ſubſcription of all 
and every perſon thatſhall willingly Contribute, and appoint Receivers of the ſame, and return an account 


of their proceedings therein, unto this Court, who are reſolved. to their uttermoſt both in Care and Councel], 
that the charity received might be wel improved.
